WHEAT CONTRACTS 

To Run Four Years As A. 
Convenience And 
"Economy. 

The new wheat adjustment con- 
tract is to run four years, thereby 
reducing the cost of frequent sign- 
ups and enabling farmers to plan 
their operations over a longer period, 
points out a statement from the Uni- 
versity of Kenucky College of Ag- 
riculture. 

Signers may voluntarily withdraw 
at the end of two years, and the ad- 
justment program may be discon- 
tinued on a majority vote of farmers 
in a national referendum. 

Fanners are- assured a full parity 
return on their allotments through 
a flexible payment plan. A first pay- 
ment will be made, and then a second 
payment large enough to mi»:e the 
price parity. 

Reduction will never be more than 
26 percent of the base, and may be 
less, depending upon the national 
and world wheat situation. Present 
plans call for a 6 percent cut for 
next year. Growers will agree to 
hold their acreage within the base 
figure, if no reduction is asked. 

The baie yean are the same as at 
present —1930-32 for acreage and 
1928-32 for production. Under cer- 
tain condition!, four and five-year 
bases may be used. 

All groweri who can establish a 
base may sign, whether they signed 
previous contract! or not. 

Land removed from production, to 
be known as adjusted acreage, may 
be used for pasture, hay, soil im- 
provement, treei, "etc.

TO THE CITIZENS OF JEFFERSONTOWN ; 

For seme days the Health Department ha;; been mak- 
ing a quiet survey of the sanitary conditions in your 
community, and arc prepared to substantiate the claims 
and charges we are ready to bring. 

At Taylorsville, nearby, 140 cases of typhoid fever 
are reported, with 11 deaths, and several cases in such 
extreme condition that other deaths are confidently pre- 
dicted. The business life of that community is paralyzed. 
Tourists and 1 visitors are avoiding the town. Anxiety 
and uncertainty prevail. 

The entire miserable condition is being caused by 
lack of proper sanitation. In these days, there is no ex- 
cuse for a community, much less for a member of a fam- 
ily, to be stricken with this excreta borne disease., Frith,

It seems that my article of last week has started an Inward con- 
troversy in the souls of many people. Some say that they have taken 
their troubles to God but God has not delivered them. Now they are 
wondering- if God really meant it when he said, "Call upon me in the 
day of trouble and I will deliver thee.'' 

Perhaps you, too, have wondered about this same thing-. You 
prayed to be delivered from a desease, but the sickness was not re- 
moved. You prayed for a job but no one grave you work. You prayed 
to be delivered from some domestic trouble but the trouble still looms 
up. You prayed for the life of a loved one, but your loved one died. 

What then? Shall we take out of Our Creed this promise, "Call 
upon me in the day of trouble and I will deliver thee." Is it because 
there is no God to whom to pray? 

No; that in not the explanation. God has promised to deliver us 
and he will keep his promise. God promises to deliver us from the 
EFFECT of tn.ulil", but he does not promise to deliver us from the 
I'KklSKNCK of trouble. God delivers tin from trouble not by taking 
is awny from the presence cf trouble, but by making us master over 
the thing which troubles us. He does not take us out of the darkened 

i; he simply turns on tho light and helps us to find ourselves. 

The Apostle Pnul was bothered by some disease which handi- 
ca p jn-il him in his work. He constantly prayed for God to remove 
the "thorn in the flesh." But the thorn in the flesh was not removed. 
However, Paul was delivered. He was no longer the victim of hia 
"thorn"; he was the master of it. Paul no longer complained about 
his aches and pains, he glorified in them. 

God will not deliver you from the presence of trouble, but he 
will make you master of it. 

If God should actually deliver you from the presence of trouble 
and place you in a land where there were no pains nor sickness nor 
sorrow nor disappointments nor sin you would be a most miserable 
person. You would have no chance to exorciso the virtues which we 
i siiler the higher things of the soul. You would have no more

I rouble, just usk him to let you remain in the presence of your trou- 
ble and give you the courage and faith to become master of it. That 
is tin- kind of deliverance (ind meant when he said, "Call upon me in 
the day of trouble ant! I will deliver thee."

V NE hundred and nfty-nve years ago a 
gallant little army of American 
frontiersmen charged op the rocky 
slopea of a flat-topped hill In 
South Carolina to win one ot the 
.j brilliant victories in the 
hnjinnrW*' American War of Independence. 
1 1 W Today finds the federal govern- 
lHI|J|Jlr'"a ment of (he nation, which they 
helped found, commemorating their 
achievement by establishing a national military 
park and a state recreational 
Site of their triumph. 

The flat-topped hill, where was fought the 
Battle of King's Mountain on October 7, 1780, 
and much of the adjoining territory, 10,310 acres 
In all, are now being purchased by

States. Five thousand acres of this land will 
comprise the national military park. The 
matnder will be used as a recreational area 
the poor and underprivileged classes, especially 
those In the mill towns of the northwestern part 
of the states.

Five years ago the eyes of the nation turned 
to King's Mountain where a sesqulcentennlal 
celebration of the battle was held. With Presl-

Winston. As a gesture of international good- 
will, symbolizing the bonds of friendship and 
peace between the United States and Great 
Britain, It was erected to the memory of Col. 
Patrick Ferguson, the British commands 
was killed at King's Mountain. 

The battle in which he died was one of the 
most dramatic events of the Revolution, both 
to its actors and the circumstances under which

"Black 1780," the patriots called It, 
sixth year of their weary struggle opened. Down 
in the south two states, South Carolina and 
Georgia, lay prostrate before the enemy. Sir 
Henry Clinton had captured Charleston with Its 
garrison of !>,000 men. True, such noted partisan 
leaders as Marlon, the "Swamp Fox," Sumter, the 
"Carolina Uamecock" and I'lckens were still 
harassing the enemy with their guerilla warfare 
but nothing conclusive could be expected of them. 

With only these scattered bands of patriots to 
oppose him, Lord Coruwallls proceeded to com- 
plete his conquest of the miuth by Invading North 
Carolina. As a part of his plan MnJ. I'atrlck 
Ferguson of the Seventy- " 
toward the buck country of the Curollnas to 
crush any putrlot opposition which might de- 
velop, but primarily to rally the Tories and re- 
cruit them to the British standard, lie 
successful In the latter. Ills original force con- 
sisted of 12!i picked ollieers and men, taken from 
several battalions raised In New York and New 
Jersey and formed Into a temporary provincial 
corps. Within a short time he was Joined 
nearly 1,000 Tory militia. 

Meanwhile the scattered patriots began making 
desperate efforts to resist bis advance. Col. 
Charles McDowell of llurke county, N. C, was 
on the Broad river Just over the South Carolina 
line when he heard of Ferguson's advance. He 
sent a call for help across the mountains 
John Sevier and Isaac Shelby, leaders of the 
pioneers who had settled in what Is now eastern 

Sevier had his hands full fighting the Chero- 
fcees, but he sent 200 men to McDowell's aid 
Shelby crossed over with a similar force from 
8ulllvan county. There was a short period of 
guerilla fighting in which Shelby won 
success at Musgrove's Mills. Then c 
news of the crushing defeat of Gates' American 
army at Camden by Lord Coruwallls and the 
death of Baron De Kalb. Two dayB later the 
Americans suffered another disaster. Turleton, 
one of Coruwallls' most brilliant officers, had 
surprised the wily Sumter at Fishing Creek and 
ent his command to pieces. 

North Carolina now lay wide open to Corn- 
wallls' Invasion. He advanced to Charlotte with 
little or no opposition and Ferguson marched 
north through the back country. 

In the meantime Shelby and Sevier had with- 
drawn across the mountains to make plans for 
resisting Ferguson or any other British force 
which should operate along the 
the Blue Ridge. They also sent word to the 
leaders in Wilkes and Surrey coun,tl< 
their men and prepare for a counterstroke 
against the British. 

Ferguson learned that the mountain 
rallying. At Gilbert Town he paroled one of his 
prisoners and sent him to Shelby with a letter in 
which he informed the "Back Water Men," as he 
called the mountaineers, that if they did not 
"desist from their opposition to the British 
he would march his army across the moun 
bang the leaders and lay the country waste with 
Are and sword." 

When Shelby received Ferguson's letter he rode 
nastily to hold a conference with Sevier. The 
two leaders resolved to muster their forces and 
strike Ferguson before he could secure enough 
reinforcements to carry out his threat to invade 
their country or could fall back to a position In 
closer touch with Cornwallls* larger force. 

Immediately they sent out a call to arms to 
•very settlement west of the mountains. Syca- 
more Shoals on the Watauga river near the pres- 
ent town of Ellzabetbton, Tenn., was named as 
the rendezvous and there on September 20 gath- 
ered more than 1,000 frontiersmen, most of them 
mounted and armed with long rifles. Shelby was

their combined forces. But he had Ignored their 
request. So on October 1 they held a conference 
select a commander. Shelby was the ranking 
officer but he waived his right 
mand, fearing that Jealousy might weaken the 
effectiveness of the American force If he or any 
other North Carolinian were chosen, he sug- 
gested that the honor be given to Col. William 
Campbell of Virginia and this was done. 

On October 6 the mountaineers reached Cow- 
pens where they were Joined by Col. James Wil- 
liams of South Carolina who, with 400 men, had 
been pursuing Ferguson as he moved north. This 
detachment was made up of groups of Sumter's 
scattered forces under Colonels Hill and Lacey 
and of North Carolinians under Graham, Ham- 
bright and Chronicle. This brought the combined 
Strength of the American force up to nearly 
1,800. But when their leaders learned that Fer- 
was still far ahead of them they decided 
quick dash was necessary If they were to 
catch him before he Joined Cornwallls. 

Accordingly they selected 900 of their best 
horsemen and at 8 o'clock that night they started 
on the march. Rain poured down upon them, 
but they pressed on steadily over slippery 
tain trails. About noon the next day the w 
cleared and the sun came out to shine upon their 
bid for fame. Early In the afternoon they dls 
covered the enemy on King's Mountain. They 
dismounted at the foot of the mountain, tied 
their horses under the trees and prepared for the 
attack.

Whether or 
not they had had a direct part In the slaughter 
of Buford's men at the Waxhaw defeat of the 
Americans earlier In the year is not know posi- 
tively. But the fact remains that the cry of 
"Give them Buford's play I" arose on the field of 
King's Mountain and the victory of the frontiers- 
men there was stained by the killing of wounded 
and helpless prisoners before the American offl- 
?rs could restrain their vindictive men. 
The battle had lasted only a little more than 
a hour. The British losses were 225 killed, 103 
wounded and 716 taken prisoners, e 
1,104. The losses of the Americans 
killed and 62 wounded, a total of 00. But the

And 
Anally, as Colonel Landers has suggested, "It la 
an exemplification of American aspirations for 
self-government and a display of romantic hardi- 
hood and bravery well worthy of the careful 
study of American youth."

The Board of Trustees of the 
Town of Jeffersontown, Kentucky, 
do ordaii., as follows: 

SECTION 1- The term PRIVY 
as used in this Ordinance shall be 
understood to include any and all 
parts of buildings which are not 
connected with a system of sew- 
erage or with Septic Tanks of such 
construction and maintenance us 
approved bv the State Board of 
Health, of Kentucky and the Jef- 
ferson County Board of Health, 
and which are used for affording 
privacy in acts of urination und 
defecation. 

SECTION 2— No person shall 
maintain or use a residence or 
business establishment located in 
the City limits of Jeffersontown.

Taking Stock Account 



Last week, was pointed out the 
necessity for taking account of stock, 
and covered particularly were the 
vagaries of the season just ending, 
with a view to preparing in another 
season against their recti ' 
There is another phase of looking 
backward over garden activities, 
having to do with vegetable varieties 
for, truly, the proper vegetable va

Every year, new varieties "com 
out," and many persons are intrigued 
into trying a few. Sometimes, these 
novelties are real finds; many times, 
they are not, but old varieties re- 
named. Sometimes, they are the re-

neant, however, that only old va 
rieties should be used, for many ol 
the newer , sorts are improvement 
over the old. This every gardener 
should do, though, whenever he uset 
new varieties: he should make ob- 
servations and keep written records 
of what he finds. He should record 
planting dates and first harvesting 
date and the amount harvested. By 
comparing these records with those 
gathered of other varieties he has 
whether or 
not he has effected improvement by 
Slanging. Then, he may change buck, 
if need be. Such a record puts him in 
position to plan with efficiency, f jr, 
knowing the durat. n of euch variety 
he will find it is possible to ' sand- 
wich in" a crop or two impossible to 
include if only old standby sorts are 
led. 

Through observing behavior of 
varieties, his acquaintance with his 
vegetables become, complete enough 
for him to determine causes for 
their mi.behavior, particularly, !>e- 
e of .oil diseases. Some of these 
merely temporary, and may be 
controlled by proper rotation. In 
ry of which the variety- 
part, will help. Others 
also cau.ed by failure to "change 
ground" from year to year, are of

About 9% County Farms 
Have Federal Loans 

Of the 3,368 farms in Jefferson 
County, indicated by the prelimi- 
nary tabulations of the 1935 cen- 
sus of Agriculture recently made 
public, 326, or 9.6 per cent carry 
long-term first mortgage loans 
through the Federal Land Bank of 
Louisville for the total sum pf 
$1,157,700, according to George 
C. Burton, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Dixie Highway National Farm 
Loan Association, located at 
Louisville, Ky. His calculations 
show that the land bank loans 
equal 4.9 psr cent of the value of 
farm lands and buildings of the 
county, which the new census re- 
port places at $23,713,010.
